Kentucky's ba.sketeei.; ;,|'ain m 
terpreted the expert tutelage of 
Coach Rupp, Saturday night in the 
Alumni gym. when they fought a 
driving University of Cincinnati 
quintette to a standstill and then 
went on lo win. 31 fo 2,5. in one of 
the best games ever seen at the 
University. This defeat or the i 
fldent Beamata BMriBsa fOw a! 
Kentucky thla seeeon hi oa 
.starts. 

Cincinnati's elongated center 
Austing, warranted all the notices 
of hts abihty u, Ket, the honor of 
high-scorer with 13 points, while 
his opponent. Captain DeMolsey 
came off second best with 13 points' 
DeMolsey did a pralaeworthy job of 
guarding Austtog whose abort free- 
wheeling shot was deadly 
and who scored the 1 
points for the Bearcats. 

The first half of the struggle was 
nip and tuck with Cincinnati a tri- 
fle the better, due to their ability 
to get the tip-off. At one point 
they lad the WUdeata U to 9, but 
at the end o( the half Kottucky 
waa ahead. M to 14. 

With the beghmlng of the seoond 
half. Kentaeky showed a marked 
increase' oraMUty which was di- 
rectly responsible to the observing 
eye of Coach Rupp. The Wildcats 
lost the tip-off only once or twice 
during the entire second period. 
Their method constoted of DeMolaey 
tipping the baU to his right nWIe 
Dave Lawrence cradled In to slap 
the ball out of the Bearcat for- 
ward's hands and into the clutches 
of the Wildcats guards. Austing's 
freewheeling shot also lost its po-
